WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford is considering visiting the Middle 
East in late April to demonstrate con­ 
tinuing U.S. determination to achieve a 
peace settlement there. 
A senior official aboard Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s flight from 
Europe Sunday said there is a ‘50-50 
chance'* the President will visit Israel. 
Egypt. Saudi Arabia and several other 
Middle East countries this spring. 
Kissinger met with Ford shortly after 
returning from a week-long mission to 
Copenhagen. Moscow. NATO head­ 
quarters in Brussels, and Spain, to dis­ 
cuss his trip and begin mapping U.S. 
Middle East diplomacy following today’s 
anticipated vote in the U N. Security 
Council. 
The United States is expected to veto a 
proposed Security Council resolution 
calling on Israel to withdraw from Arab 
territories it seized during the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war and asserting the right of the 
Palestinians to a state of their own 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
arrives in the United States today for 
talks beginning Tuesday with Ford and 
other officials. 
The senior official said Kissinger’s 
step-by-step approach may now be put 
aside for an expanded international ef­ 
fort. This could involve reconvening the 
Geneva conference on the Middle East, 
or a preparatory conference to the 
Geneva forum. 
The object Would be to involve the 
Soviet Union more intimately in the Mid­ 
dle East peace efforts. 
The United States is understood to feel 
a new effort should concentrate on 
resolving state-to-state problems — such 
as a further Israeli-Syrian disen­ 
gagement - before tackling the issue of 
resolving grievances of the Palestinians. 
Officials said Kissinger reported to 
Ford on a new Soviet proposal for resolv­ 
ing the deadlock in the U.S.-Soviet 
strategic arms talks. Kissinger has 
called the Soviet ideas “constructive” 
and “significant.” 
The prospect is the United States will 
. respond in the next three weeks. Then 
Kissinger may return to Moscow to 
strike the final breakthrough with Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. 
If this is achieved, Ford could invite 
Brezhnev to Washington in June to sign a 
strategic arms limitation agreement 
which would run through 1985.

One doctor at the meeting Sunday, 
sponsored by the United Physicians of 
California, agreed with the governor He 
suggested the bill “will be the eventual 
solution to the malpractice problem.’ 
The doctors have been on strike 
protesting the sharply rising cost of 
malpractice insurance. 
While the measure, written by State 
Sen Alfred Song, originated in Brown’s 
office, the governor cautioned the doc­ 
tors to make sure the solution is the one 
thev want before they grab it. 
“I think it’s important that we con­ 
sider all the ramifications of a mul­ 
timillion state fund that may come back 
to haunt us." Brown said. 
“I want the physicians to know what 
they’re getting into.” 
Brown said the fund — created by 
$4.000 a year payments from individual 
doctors — might have to be mandatory 
for all medical practitioners in order to 
remain solvent. 
Later the governor suggested he is 
willing to modify his “Peace Corps” 
proposal to make doctors spend a set 
amount of time serving the poor. Ap­ 
parently acting on assurances poor resi­ 
dents will not be neglected, Brown in­ 
dicated he would be willing to make the 
program voluntary. 
Despite his cautiou3. Brown was 
generally optimistic the malpractice 
crisis would come to a good end. 
"I think you’ll find.” he said, “that 
there will be a solution in California that 
will be a model. We re working as quick­ 
ly as we can.” 
But the governor could offer no help to 
physicians who must decide by Wednes­ 
day whether to renew their insurance at 
premium increases up to 327 per cent. 
A survey by the Hospital Council of 
Southern California showed 113 of its 234 
member hospitals are now feeling the ef­ 
fects of the doctors strike which began 
Jan. 1 and has gained strength through 
six counties since then. 
Health officials said threatened in­ 
fluenza and measles outbreaks could 
push public facilities past their limits. 


An estimated 75 per cent of the 4,400 
primary care doctors in metropolitan 
Loa Angeles closed their offices for two 
days last week and many planned to con­ 
tinue their boycott this week in support 
of the striking surgeons and specialists. 


Israel’s Rabin 
sees compromises 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin flew to the 
United States today with a call for 
renewed Geneva peace talks and a 
promise of Israeli willingness to make 
“far-reaching territorial compromises” 
in return for peace with the Arabs. 


But official sources said Rabin carried 
no dramatic new proposals for a Middle 
East settlement on his 11-day official 
tour. 


Before his departure from Ben Gurion 
International Airport, 
Rabin said 
reconvening of the Geneva peace con­ 
ference was the best way to move 
toward peace. 


“If the other parties - particularly the 
Soviet Union — are really interested in 
advancing the cause of peace,” Rabin 
said, “I believe this is the best formula 
to move forward.” 


GRAFFITI emblazoned the walls of 14 business today in 
the wake of a weekend of vandalism.

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Ford sees more successes 
in improving U.S. economy 


Speaking at a Jewish war veterans’ 
convention Sunday night, Rabin said, 
“ We are ready for far-reaching 
territorial compromises, beyond what 
we have now, but we cannot accept the 
principle of returning to the lines before 
the 1967 war.” 


The Palestinian issue can and must be 
solved in the context of peace negotia­ 
tions with our eastern neighboring 
country, Jordan,” Rabin said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford said today the nation’s economy is 
improving steadily from the worst reces­ 
sion since World War II and predicted 
more success in the battles against un­ 
employment and inflation. 
“We are going to do better in un­ 
employment. We are going to do better 
in the rate of inflation,” Ford said as he 
signed the annual report of his Council of 
Economic Advisers. 
The report, which was sent to Congress, 
said inflation will remain at about 6 per 
cent through 1976 and unemployment 
will rem ain “ distressingly high.’’ 
although it will improve somewhat. 
Ford called the report his recipe for “a 
firm, steady, long-range plan for the 
reviving of the American economy.” 
Ford labeled 1975 “a very tough year” 
because “this country went through the 
sharpest, deepest recession since World 
War II.” 
However, the President said since the 
March depth of the recession, 1.2 to 1.3 
million more Americans have jobs, a 
total of some 85 million persons. He said 
the annual rate of inflation fell from 12 
per cent in 1974 to some 7 per cent last 
year. 
“The rate of inflation is still too high 
but it is a lot better,” Ford said. 
The report itself said that “even under 
the best of circumstances, the return to 
full employment cannot realistically be 
accomplished this year or next.” 


But food and energy price increases 
should be moderate, housing construc­ 
tion should increase significantly, 
consumer spending should rise and the 
nation’s total “real” output of goods and 
services should climb into plus figures 
after two years of declines, it said. 


Council Chairman Alan Greenspan told 
a news conference that a sudden surge in 
inflation is the only thing that could un- 
track the economic recovery. But 
Greenspan said “at the moment we see 
no evidence” of price pressures beyond 


routine increases. 
Greenspan discounted any major infla­ 
tion resulting from wage contracts for an 
estimated 10 million workers in 1976. He 
said less than two million workers might 
receive wage increases higher than 10 
per cent, a number too small to have any 
serious impace. 
Ford, in a brief report accompanying 
the council’s report, said, “The underly­ 
ing fact about our economy is that it is 
steadily growing healthier.” 
The council painted a cautiously op­ 
timistic picture of an economy that is ex­ 
periencing a solid, slow recovery but still 
facing many pitfalls. 
The report was laced with warnings 
that attempts to overstimulate the 
economy would bring greater inflation 


and threaten the recovery. It said in­ 
creasing federal deficits to create jobs 
would squeeze private investment funds 
out of the economy and “the expansion 
could stall some time before employ­ 
ment returns to an acceptable level.” 
“What we need is a durable recovery 
— not a boom that carries the seeds of 
renewed instability in prices, incomes 
and employment,” the council said. 
Inflation should moderate somewhat 
during 1976, the council said, dropping 
from its high of 12.1 per cent in 1974 and 
7.3 per cent in 1975 to about 6 per cent 
during this year. 
The price of food and energy will not 
continue their meteoric rise of the last 
three years unless some unpredictable 
problem arises, the council said. 


Preliminary indications are for in­ 
creased food production this year, and 
“food prices are not likely to add to in­ 
flationary pressures during the first half 
of 1976 ” 


During 1975, the unemployment rate 
peaked at 8.7 per cent in the spring, then 
settled slightly to 8.5 per cent at the end 
of the year. The council said this rate 
should drop by about one percentage 
point during 1976. 


The “real” gross national product, or 
GNP — the total output of goods and ser­ 
vices after inflation is taken into account 
— should grow by 6 to 6 4 per cent in 
1976 compared with declines for two 
straight years, 1.8 per cent in 1974 and 2 
per cent in 1975.

Determined Vandenberg Village resi- ’ 
dents today circulated petitions in a step­ 
ped up campaign to block the closure of 
La Mesa School as threatened in recom­ 
mendations of a principal’s committee. 


The residents will present the petitions 
to school trustees tomorrow, 7 p.m. at a 
regular meeting in Central Administra­ 
tion Building, 1301 North A St., and also 
plan to attend in person. 
Both of those actions and the submis­ 
sion of a letter outlining reasons why 
they think La Mesa School should not be 
closed, were planned last Friday night at 
a meeting in the school on Jupiter 
Avenue. 


Jo Ann Hughes, mother of two La Mesa 
School students and past president of the 


PTA, exhorted an audience of about 90 
persons to attend the school board 
meeting, "call the superintendent and 
express your views, and call the board 
members — call them all.” 
The meeting and the petitions were in 
response to committee recommenda­ 
tions that include the possible closing of 
La Mesa School in the face of declining 
enrollment. 
Mrs. Hughes declared in an appeal to 
the audience of parents: "We need ideas 
to explain why we don’t want to be taken 
apart as a community.” 
The closing of La Mesa School was a 
feature of two options out of the four that 
were listed in the school board’s agenda 
for tomorrow. In that order the options 
were to close La Mesa School, transferr­ 
ing the kindergarten to third grade stu­ 
dents to Los Berros School in Mission 
Hills, and assigning the fourth to sixth 
grade students to Buena Vista School, 
across Lompoc-Casmalia Road to the 
north; or to close La Mesa School and 
transfer all the students to Los Berros; 
to close El Camino School or Miguelito 
School, both of the latter in Lompoc. 


As set forth in the school board 
agenda, the district would realize a sav­ 
ing of $62,026 by the first option; $56,665 
by the second; $85,467 by the third; and

The possibility that the school could be 
kept open and used in part as a central 
kitchen for the upcoming school lunch 
program. Hie possibility that students 
who are presently bused from the FCI 
housing area to La Canada School, could 
be bused instead to La Mesa, thus swell­ 
ing the student population and making it 
that much more important to keep the 
school open. TTie closing of the school 
would limit a wide variety of youth- 
oriented activities. 
Members of the audience spoke of the 
psychological and emotional damage the 
program of busing would have on their 
children. They also scored the distance

One woman who said she was a school 
teacher and about to move from the com­ 
munity criticized the busing proposals 
and cited the “unique privilege” the stu­ 
dents enjoyed by being able to walk a 
short distance from their home to La 
Mesa each day.

School district awaits results 
of H.S. proficiency exams

School administrators were 
hopeful that the incoming mail 
today would bring a com­ 
munication from the state 
board of education announcing 
who had passed and who had 
fa ile d the high school 
proficiency examination. 
Administrators and the stu­ 
dents who took the examination 
on Dec. 20 are anxious to learn 
the results because the new or 
second high school semester 
begins Monday. 
Students who passed the ex­ 
amination and who have their 
parents’ permission, can leave 
forthwith. Students who failed 
the examination will have to 
continue in school. Most of the 
students who took the examina­ 
tion said in advance that they 
wanted to leave high school im­ 
mediately. Before the new state 
law that makes all this possible, 
a student had to attend school 
until he was 18 or until he 
graduated, whichever came 
first. 
Frank Lakatos, counselor at 
Lompoc High School, said some 
of the local students who took 
the examination have been in­ 
quiring daily to see if the 


results are in from the state. 
Some of the students are in a 
special bind because of the tim­ 
ing of the state’s announce­ 
ment. Dick Humble, another 
counselor at Lompoc High 
School, and the school’s chief 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r 
fo r 
the 
proficiency 
examination 
program, said a few of the stu­ 
dents want to register to enter 
Hancock College and can’t until 
they are released from high 
school obligations. 
Hancock College conducted 
registration Saturday at the 
college’s Lompoc campus at 
Hapgood School. Humble said 
state officials in Sacramento 
told him they would be mailing 
results of the examination 
shortly. 
The prospective Hancock stu­ 
dents could register late, but 
that could pose some problems, 
Humble said. 
An estimated 25 students 
from Lompoc Unified School 
District took the examination 
and about 12 of that number are 
from Lompoc High School. 
Humble said. 
Some of those who took out 
applications for the examina­ 
tion plan to take it on March 27. 
Deadline for applying to the 


state for that examination date, 
is March 5. 
Humble was one of those 
school administrators who 
helped give the examination. 
Today he said " it was the best 
test I’ve seen. Hie students 
liked the practical character of 
the test It was a pretty gruel­ 
ing test. I’d feel pretty good 
about any student who passed 
it." 
Humble’s comments were in 
response to some who criticized 
the caliber of the examination. 
Under the law those who pass 
the examination receive a 
proficiency certificate that has 
the authority of a high school 
diploma. Community colleges 
are required to accept the cer­ 
tificate as equivalent to a high 
school diploma and at least 
some four-year colleges say the 
certificate will be accepted as 
one factor in the entrance 
r e q u ir e m e n ts 
at 
t h e i r 
educational institutions. 


While costs of the June 
8 
Primary Election are likely to 
be boosted further this year due 
to bilingual requirements and 
other factors, thousands of 
dollars in county revenues nor­ 
mally expected from fee filin p 
are likely to be lost. This is the 
result of the new alternative 
method of allowing candidates 
to file petitions in lieu of filing 
fees, according to County 
Clerk-Recorder 
Howard 
Menzel. 
The county’s coffers may get 
only slim pickings this year — 
compared with a rough es­ 
tim ate of about $10,000 
otherwise — said Menzel, in 
view of the fact that "many 
more candidates than ex­ 
pected" are taking out petition 
forms at this time. 
And the fact that a two-ballot 
election is impending is also 
seen as sending the June elec­ 
tion costs to a point still to be 
ascertained, said Menzel. 
Some two dozen potential 
candidates for county, state and 
congressional offices have 
taken out petitions in the initial 
three days following the Jan. 19 
opening date, according to Bob 
Kirkpatrick, chief of the county 
election office in the County 
Courthouse in Santa Barbara. 
This list can be greatly 
augmented in the weeks to 
come, it is felt, as the time 
period for obtaining petitions 
for signatures in lieu of filing 
fees is extended to March 12, 
for county positions. 
If insufficient petition 
signatures of valid voters are 
obtained, the candidate can 
make up the difference with a 
cash fee payment. 
But Menzel pointed out that 
election office costs will be 
bound to soar if only for the 
reason that all the petitions 
must be manually checked out 
as to their sufficiency. 
In addition, there must be a 
sort of bookkeeping system for 
those who might pay part fee 
and be credited with so much a 
name for valid signatures ob­ 
tained. 
The relatively new court- 
mandated procedures concern­ 
ing the need to bypass fee pay­ 
ments come on the heels of the 
court ruling requiring ballots 
and ballot materials to be 
printed in Spanish as well as 
English Now the petition forms 
are also required to be 
bilingual.

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Tornadoes 
rip roofs 
in South 


United Press International 
Tornadoes ripped roofs from 
homes in the South Six persons 
died in a cold weather fire in 
the Northeast. A small plane 
struck a snowmobile in Wiscon­ 
sin. 
Foul weather of one sort or 
another was having a field day 
Sunday and early today over a 
large part of the United States 


S u b z e ro 
te m p e r a tu r e s 
plagued the Northeast and cold 
weather fires claimed at least a 
dozen lives. Yet another snow 
sto rm sw ep t through the 
Midwest In Louisiana, a pair of 
to rn a d o e s d a n c e d out of 
thunderstorms racing across 
the state. 


The storm that swept mto the 
M idwest from the R ockies 
dumped several inches of snow 
from Nebraska to Michigan In 
Illinois, the snow touched off a 
rash of traffic accidents, and at 
least one death was blamed on 
the storm Ervin Deutscher, 59. 
of River Grove. 111., died Sun­ 
day from an apparent heart at­ 
tack after shoveling snow. 


The storm forced a plane to 
make an emergency landing 
near Champaign. 111., but no one 
was injured. Delays of up to 14 
h o u rs w e re r e p o r te d a t 
Chicago's O'Hare International 
Airport. 
The storm marched across 
lower Michigan late Sunday, 
glazing roads with freezing 
rain. “We’re pretty much ad­ 
vising people to stay home un­ 
less they have to travel,“ said a 
State Police sergeant at Niles. 
Travel in southeast Wisconsin 
slowed to a minimum Sunday 
night after at least three inches 
of snow fell. Heavy snow warn­ 
ings remained in effect through 
the night, and up to four ad­ 
ditional inches of snow was 
predicted. 
Three Wisconsin children 
were hospitalized in good condi­ 
tion after the snowmobile they 
were riding was struck by a 
single engine plane on Indian 
Lake, about 15 miles north of 
Rinelander. The pilot said he 
was trying to land on a roadway 
that had been plowed on the 
lake in preparation for an ice 
fishing jam boree, and didn’t 
see the snowmobile. 
In the subzero tem peratures 
of the Northeast Sunday, six 
members of a family died in a 
fire that swept through their 
three-story home in Boston. 
One fire m a n w as in ju re d 
fighting the blaze. 


Brown: changes will come 
to ag law 'in due course' 


Detroit 
busing 
begins 


DETROIT (UPI) - Detroit 
police said they were not ex­ 
pecting violence today as the 
nation’s fifth largest school dis­ 
trict began busing students in a 
desegregation plan. 
H ow ever, tra in e d p o lice 
squads w ere stationed near 
every school involved in the 
project. 
Polls showed most Detroit 
residents opposed the plan, 
which calls for busing of less 
than 10 per cent of the school 
district’s 247,000 students. The 
NAACP, which filed the suit six 
y ears ago th a t led to the 
desegregation ruling, also 
objected to its limitations. 
There were few indications 
the firs t day of th e new 
semester would be a violent 
one. 
Only elem en tary schools 
were opening today after the 
sem ester break, and som e 
15.000 students were to be bused 
over routes traveled by many of 
their parents in trial runs last 
week. 
The plan gets into full swing 
Tuesday, when the full contin­ 
gent of 21,853 pupils boards 
buses. Another 4,700 will walk 
to other schools to achieve a 
b e tte r rac ial balance, and 
25.000 more will change schools 
without busing. 
A protest rally coordinated by 
Mothers Alert Detroit, or MAD, 
the m ost vocal antibusing 
group, brought a motorcade of 
nearly 250 automobiles down­ 
town Sunday. 
The cars, pasted with an­ 
tibusing slogans, tied up traffic 
by trying to encircle the all but 
empty headquarters of city and 
county government. Police es­ 
corted the motorcade from its 
staging area to the downtown 
area and blocked other side 
streets on the route to avoid 
traffic jams. 
The plan, handed down Nov. 4 
by U.S. District Judge Robert 
DeMascio, makes Detroit the 
largest city in the nation under 
c o u r t- o r d e r e d 
s c h o o l 
desegregation. But DeMascio’s 
order included only 107 of 280 of 
Detroit’s neighborhood schools, 
leaving many of the all-black 
inner city schools untouched. 


Letter 
mailing 
decreases 


United Press International 
Many disgruntled Americans 
are learning there are ways 
other than the Postal Service to 
get their letters and packages 
delivered. 
The Postal Service is still 
very much in business. But its 
higher rates and what critics 
say is poor service have per­ 
suaded many users to send mail 
by bus. deliver it by hand or pay 
their bills in person. 
Postal officials in Washington 
predicted 88 billion letters will 
be mailed this fiscal year, 1.2 
billion fewer than last year. Of­ 
ficials expect another 4 or 5 per 
cent drop over the next five 
years as different ways to send 
messages become popular. 
A nationwide survey by UPI 
disclosed some actions were be­ 
ing taken to reduce postal costs, 
especially among government 
agencies. 
— The Treasury Department 
has started transferring social 
security payments electronical­ 
ly to recipients’ bank accounts, 
and the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has begun purging its 
massive mailing lists to cut out­ 
going mail. 
— The O klahom a senate 
recently gave unanimous ap­ 
proval to a bill creating an in­ 
teragency mail service, while 
in Albany, N.Y., state budget 
director Peter Goldmark has 
told all departm ent heads to use 
postcards instead of letters 
whenever possible. 
— In Portland, Ore., and 
Trenton, N.J., Greyhound and 
Trailways bus lines reported a 
10 to 15 per cent increase in out­ 
going packages. John Medei­ 
ros, a Greyhound agent in 
Trenton, said, “ I think people 
believe it is cheaper to ship 
things by bus now — and faster 
too.” 
Utility companies and other 
businesses which send bills and 
receive payments by mail are 
looking at ways to reduce the 
three-cent increase in first- 
class postage which went into 
effect on Dec. 31. 
In T am pa, F la., G eneral 
Telephone Co. reported a large 
increase in hand-delivered ac­ 
count payments at company of­ 
fices.

Court rules on validity 
of arrest without warrant 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled 6 to 2 to­ 
day that the mere fact a person 
is in custody does not constitute 
coercion to allow a warrantless 
search of his property for 
evidence. 
The court reversed a federal 
appeals court and restated its 
view that arrests can be made 
without w arrants when there is 
clear cause for the action. 


If the officer read s the 
suspect his rights, then the 
m ere fact the person is in 
custody does not constitute 
“ c o e rc io n ’’ to se a rc h for 
evidence, the court ruled. 


The case involved Henry Ogle 
Watson, convicted of possessing 
two stolen credit cards. He was 
arrested without a w arrant in a 
restaurant when a government 
informant told federal officers 
Watson had the cards in his pos­ 
session. 
Watson was told his rights 
and was searched. With his per­ 
mission, his automobile was 
searched and an officer found 
two credit cards under the floor 
mat. 


The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals reversed his conviction 
on grounds the prosecutors had 
plenty of tim e to get a w arrant 
to arrest him. Taking him into 
custody w ithout a w arra n t 
violated 
his co n stitu tio n al 
rights, the appeals court ruled. 
The lower court said because 
Watson’s arrest was illegal, his 
permission for the car search 
was invalidated. 
The Suprem e Court, in a 
m ajority opinion by Ju stice 
Byron R White, said previous 
cases have established that “ a 
police o fficer m ay a rre s t 
without w arrant one believed 
by the officer upon reasonable 
cause to have been guilty of a 
felony.’’ 
Justices Thurgood M arshall 
and Justice William J. Brennan 
dissented, and Justice John 
P aul S tevens took no p a rt 
because he did not hear argu­ 
m ents in the case. 
The court had been scheduled 
to start its mid-term recess 
following today’s actions but, 
without explanation, scheduled 
a session next Monday. 
In brief orders today, the 


court: 
— Let stand rulings that In­ 
dian tribes in western Wash­ 
ington state are exempt from 
most state regulation of salmon 
and trout fishing. 
— Rejected a challenge to the 
federal ban on import and dis­ 
tribution of laetrile. a drug 
believed by some to be effective 
against cancer. 
— Dismissed as not posing a 
federal question a challenge to 
Tennessee's property tax laws, 
which assess apartm ents at 
higher rates than single-family 
rental homes 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
conceding the fledgling Agricul­ 
ture Labor Relations Board is 
not perfect, said today that 
farm er demands for changes 
can be considered “ in due 
course ’’ 
The governor, however, re­ 
mained firm that overhauling 
the law should not impede his 
emergency $3.8 million appro­ 
priation bill needed to keep the 
board afloat. 
Brown said the appropriation 
measure “ is not a practical or 
ap p ro p riate 
p rocedure for 
changing the law ’’ because of a 
wide divergence of thinking 
about the issue, the press of 
tim e and a difficult-to-obtain 
two-thirds vote required for 
passage. 
“ Obviously the law is not 
perfect and in due course the 
appropriate legislative com m it­ 
tees can review its effec­ 
tiveness." Brown said in a 
statem ent in response to ques­ 
tions by UPI. 
“ But to expect substantive 
ch a n g es in th e few days 
remaining is not realistic in 
view of the required two-thirds 
vote. For each provision the 
employers may wish to amend, 
employe groups will counter 
with proposals of their own.” 
The statem ent, the first con­ 
crete public signal that Brown 
has not ruled out revisions in 
the law. cam e as the election- 
minded legislature maneuvered 
toward a crucial vote on the 
emergency appropriation 
Senate D em ocratic floor 
leader David A Roberti of Los 
Angeles, who is carrying the ap- 
propration bill (SB1292), said 
he expected to attem pt the 
“ very difficult” Senate floor 
vote Tuesday. 
This would allow Brown time, 
if the measure fails, to try and 
change some minds for a se­ 
cond attem pt, and still leave 
one week for the Assembly to 
act before the board halts its 
secret-ballot farm worker un­ 
ion elections Feb. 6. 
The board plans to keep a 
skeleton staff working through 


February and then shut down 
completely until extra money is 
provided 
“ The point that has to be 
made is that there will be no 
amendments to this appropria­ 
tion,” insisted Roberti. 
The five-member board and 
its staff of 175 is about to go 
broke after five months of 
operations because of an unex­ 
pectedly large num ber of elec­ 
tions and labor complaints. An 


original budget of $1.3 million is 
gone and a later loan of $1 25 
million from the state general 
fund cashbox is also about con­ 
sumed. 
An alliance of Republicans 
and rural-area Democrats has 
taken a stiff stand against the 
emergency appropriation with­ 
out the changes demanded by 
farmers. GOP leaders insist 
they have the support to block 
the governor. 


Kelley in warning 
on oversight of FBI 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI 
Director Clarence Kelley said 
today any future congressional 
oversight of agency intelligence 
activities must not involve un­ 
limited access to files, or the 
b u r e a u 
w ill 
lo o s e 
i t s 
‘ lifeblood’’ of volunteered in­ 
formation. 
Kelley, testifying before the 
Senate's Government Opera­ 
tions Committee, also assured 
Congress the FBI is reviewing 
its own activities so borderline 
practices do not exist. 
The Senate com m ittee is tak­ 
ing testimony from past and 
p re s e n t e x p e rts o r policy 
m akers this week in an effort to 
develop new controls on U.S. in­ 
telligence agencies. 
Kelley said there has been a 
64 per cent reduction in FBI 
domestic intelligence investiga­ 
tions since July 1973. 
The drop — from 21,414 such 
cases in mid-1973 to 7,686 by Oc­ 
tober, 1975 — is “ solid evidence 
of our responsiveness, even 
prior to the drafting of proposed 
g u id e lin e s 
fo r 
su c h 
in ­ 
vestigation," said Kelley. 
“ It isn’t necessary for a 
house to fall on us — much less 
two houses." 


The d ire c to r, saying he 
feared leaks, suggested it would 
be better for Congress to hold 
the FBI chief fully accountable 
to an oversight com m ittee 
through sworn testimony than 


to allow direct access to FBI 
files 
A congressional com m ittee 
with unlimited access to files 
“could seriously jeopardize the 
flow of volunteered information 
which is the lifeblood of our in­ 
vestigative organization,” he 
said. 
And as the number of people 
with access to highly sensitive 
inform ation increases, "th e 
chance of an intentional or in­ 
advertent disclosure also in­ 
creases.” 
Under questioning, Kelley 
said he did not th in k any 
dom estic intelligence cases 
closed by the FBI were “actual­ 
ly illegal,” but it was possible 
that “ under a strict interpreta­ 
tion they might be considered 
violations of civil rights privacy 
and that sort of thing.” 
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Obscure treaty may cause 
$100 million tax loss 


SACRAMENTO 
(U P I) - 
California is threatened by the 
loss of $100 million in tax 
revenue from some of the 
b ig g est of big b u sin e sse s 
because of an obscure treaty 
between the United States and 
England. 
If ratified by the Senate, the 
newly-signed pact might neces­ 
sitate new state taxes, deeper 
cuts in spending or both. 
The treaty, which officials in 
Sacramento learned of almost 
by accident, contains a provi­ 
sion that, in effect, would scrap 
the method by which the state 
taxes English-based multina­ 
tional corporations or their sub­ 
sidiaries which do business in 
California. 
This includes oil and automo­ 
bile companies and any other 
m ajor business organization 
that has worldwide operations, 
say s B ruce W alker, ch ief 


counsel to the tax collecting 
state Franchise Tax Board. 
The treaty , which he de­ 
scribed as one of many routine 
agreem ents between the two 
countries, was signed by of­ 
ficials of the T reasury De­ 
p a rtm e n t and th e U n ited 
Kingdom on Dec. 31. 
Its chief thrust seemed aimed 
at eliminating double taxation 
of multinational corporations. 
W alk e r sa id th e b o a rd 
learned of the treaty in a 
Treasury 
D epartm ent news 
release on Jan. 6. 
“ It didn’t mention the m atter 
of restrictions on the taxing 
power of states,” he said. 
Board staffers looked into the 
treaty, read it and discovered 
to their surprise that its con­ 
tents could relieve m ultina­ 
tional corporations of an es­ 
tim ated $100 million annually in 
California taxes.

WASHINGTON (HIM) - For­ 
mer Gov Jimmy Carter won 
two out of three of the 
preprimary presidential skir­ 
mishes last week, even though 
there wasn’t a single vote cast 
in either one 
Just as important to the 
Carter campaign as his show­ 
ing in the Iowa precinct 
caucuses was the announce­ 
ment by former Gov 
Terry 
Sanford of North Carolina that 
he was getting out of the race 
But Carter’s relatively poor 
showing in comparison with 
George Wallace in the Missis­ 
sippi first-round delegate selec­ 
tion meetings was the other 
side of the coin 
Carter proved he was in the 
same league with the so-called 
“ Washington-based'’ candidat­ 
es by finishing a strong first in 
Iowa. Now, however, his hope 
of achieving national promi­ 
nence as the only Democrat 
who can beat Wallace in the 
Smith is endangered 
Sanford’s withdrawal is im­ 
portant for the North Carolina 
primary March 23 Originally it 
looked as if Sanford and Carter 
would split the moderate vote 
in North Carolina, leaving the 
rest of the field to Wallace 
Now it’s Carter and Wallace. 


“ Thank you. thank you,” he 
said He moved on. 
A recent Darden Research 
Corp. poll in the South shows 
Reagan is favored there over 
all Republican and Democratic 
challengers for president. 
In the poll of 601 registered 
voters in Alabama. Florida. 
Georgia. Mississippi. North 
Carolina. South Carolina and 
Tennessee.

Wallace virtually ruled out 
another third party race this 
year, and a new poll showed 
Ronald Reagan leading Presi­ 
dent Ford in New Hampshire 
On ABC-TV’s “ Issues and 
Answers” Sunday. Humphrey 
was pressed on whether he 
would support a Wallace ticket. 
“ He is not going to be on the 
ticket this year.” he replied 
“ You know it and I know it.” 
Wallace campaigned in Flori­ 
da even as returns showed him 
with an impressive victory in 
the precinct caucuses of Missis­ 
sippi Saturday. He had some 41 
per cent of the first-round 
selections to 18 per cent for 
Jimmy Carter, his nearest 
competitor, and around 13 per 
cent for Sargent Shriver. 
Final returns in Mississippi 
will not be available for a week 
or more, but the early results 
made the March 9 primary in 
Florida crucial to Carter’s 
claim that he is the only 
Democrat who can compete 
against Wallace in the South. 
Addressing an overflow 
crowd in Plant City, Fla., 
Saturday night, Wallace all but 
eliminated the chance of a third 
party effort this year. 
“ I believe you could say I 
have ruled out the probability of 
running as a third party can­ 
didate,” he said 
It was the 
closest he had come to ruling 
out a repeat of his 1968 run on 
the American Independent 
Party ticket. 
On the Republican side, 
Newsweek magazine reported 
Sunday Reagan “ has built a 
significant early lead” over 
Ford in the first phase of the 
New Hampshire primary cam­ 
paign. 
“ The situation is volatile at 
this early stage,” Newsweek 
said, but “ ... if the Feb. 24 
primary were held today, Ford 
would have to win the un­ 
decided vote at a rate of two to 
one to beat Reagan .” 
The magazine said most 
Democratic voters in New 


Hampshire are still undecided, 
but among those who have 
made up their minds the 
leading contenders are Sen 
Birch Bayh, Carter and Morris 
lldall.

revealed 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Doctors performed about 2.38 
million unnecessary operations 
in 1974, causing 11,900 needless 
deaths and costing the public 
nearly $4 billion, according to a 
House subcommittee. 
“ U n n e c e ssa ry su rg e ry 
wastes lives and dollars," the 
oversight and investigations 
panel said in a report released 
Sunday. 
Included in the total was 
more than $1 billion spent for 
»unnecessary surgery on needy 
Medicaid or elderly Medicare 
I patients, according to a report 
of the House oversight and in- 
• vestigations panel, issued on 
' the eve of a hearing today with 
Health, Education and Welfare 
'Secretary David Mathews, 
> "To the extent that HEW has 
'failed to Implement cost con­ 
trol procedures ■ mandated by 
Congress, it can be said HEW is 
responsible for waste of more 
than II billion," the report said. 
It estimated Americans spent 
13 92 billion for operations they 
didn’t need — twice what the 
government pays for all health 
research financed through the 
National Institutes of Health. 
The report said a recent sur­ 
vey of surgery in 95 hospitals 
found nearly half the post­ 
operative complications and 35 
per cent of the deaths studied 
were preventable. 
The panel arrived at its con­ 
clusions on the basis of a report 
by the American Hospital As­ 
sociation saying 14 million 
operations were performed in 
1974, and on other studies show­ 
ing a 17 per cent rate of un­ 
necessary procedures and a 0.5 
per cent surgical mortality 
rate. 
Its cost estimates were based 
on an average $1,650 for each 
procedure among all types of 
surgery performed. 
The subcommittee recom­ 
mended: 
— HEW require second 
professional opinions to con­ 
firm the need for elective or 
nonemergency surgery among 
Medicare and Medicaid pa­ 
tients. 
— HEW study whether there 
are different rates of surgery 
between salaried group prac­ 
tice surgeons and surgeons paid 
on a fee-for-service basis. 
— Congress consider requir­ 
ing states to adopt minimum 
standards for certification and 
recertification of physicians 
performing surgery. 
— The government step up its 
timetable for establishing doc­ 
tor watchdog agencies on the 
care of subsidized patients. 


Angolans 


renew plea 


for aid 


LUSAKA. Zambia (UPI) - 
Pro-Western forces in Angola 
have renewed their a f ^ a l for 
aid from the United States and 
Europe in the face of the 
reported withdrawal of South 
African military support. 
Jonas Savimbi, leader of the 
National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola, said 
Sunday in remarks distributed 
in Lusaka, "Western nations 
are still not aware of the real 
dangers of the war in Angola." 
He said, "If Western opinion 
can be kept alert, Western na­ 
tions eventually will come 
forward with aid. I am confi­ 
dent the West will realize if it 
does not help, Angola could 
become a Russian satellite." 
In a separate interview , 
Jorge Sangumba, a top Savimbi 
lieutenant, said there had been 
a favorable response to a 
National Union campaign to ob­ 
tain U.S. support and recruit 
military "experts" from Euro­ 
pe. He did not elaborate. 
The appeal followed gloomy 
battlefield communiques and 
published reports that South 
African troops would be with­ 
drawn from the frontlines this 
week. 
The South African govern­ 
ment Sunday lifted censorship 
and allowed newspapers to 
refer to a pullout of South 
African troops from Angola 
following a statem en t by 
Sangumba saying the withdraw­ 
al would be completed this 
week. 


Defense Minister Piet Botha 
would not confirm the reported 
pullout, but scheduled a state­ 
ment to parliament on Angola 
later this week. 


Savimbi said the military 
situation was not desperate 
despite claims by the Soviet- 
backed Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola that it 
had captured the port of Novo 
Redondo and was poised to 
strike National Union military 
headquarters at Silva Porto and 
its capital of Huambo. 


Plight of patients told in doctor slowdown 


SANTA MONICA. Calif. 
(UPI) — When Edward Wins­ 
low woke up, he couldn’t 
breathe. He also couldn’t get 
his family doctor to treat him. 
Winslow suffers from em­ 
physema and requires oxygen 
occasionally to help relieve his 
condition. His wife. Nella, said 
he usually receives such treat­ 
ment from their family doctor. 
But the doctor has closed his 
office to protest rising malprac­ 
tice Insurance premiums and 
was referring patients to the 
em ergency room at Santa 
Monica Hospital. 
His Immediate emergency 
was relieved — but Mrs. 
Winslow worried about the next 
time 
More and more persons were 
sent to hospital emergency 
rooms as general practitioners 
joined specialists in closing 
their office doors, escalating 
the Southern California doctors’ 
strike which began Jan. 1 and 
has spread to six counties with 
a population of 10 million 
persons. 


A Los Angeles woman, who 
preferred to remain anony­ 
mous, took her husband to 
Santa Monica Hospital to have 
his heart checked — something 
normally taken care of by their 
family doctor. 
"Up until this point I had not 
really been inconvenienced by 
the doctors’ strike," she said. 
"At this point, I don’t feel let 
down by my doctor because I 
haven’t really needed him. 
"But all in all I feel insecure. 
It’s frightening. I’m the kind of 
person who likes knowing 
there’s a doctor there. 
"This is our first emergency 
and th e re ’s nothing m ore 
frightening than not having a 
doctor there when you have a 
problem” 
"I really sympathized with 
the doctors at first," said 
Ridiard Smith. "I’m a contrac­ 
tor and know how insurance can 
take a bite out of your income.

SB fights the feds 


The leasing of offshore 
tracts in which oil companies 
may explore and otherwise 
drill for oil in Santa Barbara 
Channel has, since 1969, been 
somewhat of interest to a 
great number of county resi­ 
dents. 
We would have thought, 
therefore, the federal govern­ 
ment had taken notice of that 
interest and done its absolute 
best to avoid any breath of 
ripoff when the Interior 
Department compiled an en­ 
vironmental impact report 
(E IR ) on the ramifications of 
oil drilling in the channel. 


Such, apparently, has not been 
the case. 


According to a suit filed last 
week against the Interior 
Secretary and officials of the 
U.S. Geological Survey by 
Santa Barbara city and county 
representatives, the govern­ 
ment knowingly withheld in­ 
form ation relative to a 
federally-compiled E IR on 
channel drilling. 


We believe the county and 
city officials are correct in 
their contention that an E IR 
cannot be reviewed and 
analyzed properly unless all 


the information is available to 
both environmental agencies 
and to the public. 
The suit asks for either a 
reopening of public hearings 
into the matter of the E IR and 
the previously undisclosed in­ 
formation, or for a setting 
aside of the impact statement 
altogether. 
Whichever avenue the court 
chooses to take, if it chooses 
either, we commend our 
county officials whose 
diligence in fighting for all the 
facts in this most crucial af­ 
fair have brought us to this 
juncture.

CIA cuts aid to police 


WASHINGTON - Because of the 
criticism, the Central Intelligence 
Agency has cut off aid to local police. 
The aid ranged from Buck Rogers 
devices, which showed whether suspects 
had handled a gun or explosives, to 
translators, which helped police question 
witnesses in exotic languages. Some 
police still have CIA 
bugging and other 
equipment, which the 
CIA wants them to 
keep. 
BUTZ BALKS: The 
secret minutes of an 
Agriculture Depart­ 
ment policy meeting 
reveal that Secretary 
Earl Butz fought a 
direct order from the 
White House to spend 
$300.000 on a bicenten­ 
nial exhibit. Butz 
thought this would be a waste of the tax­ 
payers’ money. Declare the minutes: 
"Bicentennial will be at a minimum ex­ 
pense of $300.000, and (President) Ford 
himself has insisted on it. Butz tried to 
get out of the expense, but was overruled 
by Ford." 


BISCAYNE BAILOUT. Richard Nix­ 
on’s m illionaire crony, Robert 
Abplanalp, is bailing out of the Nixon 
compound in Key Biscayne, Fla. He 
bought a house next door to the former 
President’s vacation home for $150,000 
and then leased it to the government for 
$18,000 a year. The taxpayers also put in 
$1,666.01 worth of improvements. Now 
Abplanalp has accepted a deposit on the 
house. The selling price: $222,000. 
Neither Nixon nor his other neighbor, 
Bebe Rebozo, have yet unloaded the 
other two houses in the compound. 


ASTRONAUT PARTIES: Rockwell 
International, the giant space contrac­ 
tor, threw weekend parties for the Apollo 


astronauts at the Tahitian Village in 
Downey. Calif., while they were prepar­ 
ing for their flights. The company 
brought both booze and babes to the 
Tahitian Village soirees. Before the 
launch-offs, the company also held 
cocktail parties for space officials at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. 
REAGAN’S RAID ERS: Refugees 
from Richard Nixon’s Watergate team 
are quietly turning up on Ronald 
Reagan’s bandwagon. We have already 
reported that two of Nixon’s dirty-tricks 
specialists, Ken Rietz and Lyn Nofziger, 
have gone to work for Reagan. Now we 
have learned that Roger Stone, who ran a 
spy ring for Nixon under the alias "Jason 
Rainier," has taken over Reagan’s youth 
division. Stone told us he regretted his 
dirty tricks in 1972. It was "an incredibly 
stupid thing to do,” he said. " I’ve 
learned my lesson.’’ 
MUZZLING MURPHY. The Inter­ 
national Association of Chiefs of Police 
is trying to muzzle New York City’s out­ 
spoken ex-police chief, Patrick Murphy, 
who has been campaigning against police 
corruption. IACP president Richard Cle­ 
ment wrote Murphy that he resented the 
talk of "widespread corruption.” The 
peppery Murphy wrote back that there is 
"roo often the reality” of police corrup­ 
tion and that he plans to keep on discuss­ 
ing it. 
ROYAL FLIGHT: Princess Ashraf, 
the vivacious twin sister of the Shah of 
Iran, flew into Washington last week 
from Paris. Her entourage took up half 
the TWA plane. She was accompanied by 
three other princesses, more than half-a- 
dozen handmaidens and three dogs. 
When the plane landed, the non-royal 
passengers were hustled out the back 
while the princess and her party were 
treated to pomp and circumstance.

Thousands of freedom-loving Indians 
would rather go to jail than accept a 
totalitarian regime, the documents at­ 
test. "Young boys and girls, students of 
colleges... have come out in thousands... 
to the call of satyagraha," declare the 
smuggled reports. "In many places, the 
protestors have been subjected to in­ 
human assaults by the police.” 
DOUBLE D IP P E R : Some staff 
members on Capitol Hill make more 
than their bosses. For example, the staff 
director of the House Small Business 
Committee. Howard Greenberg, is draw­ 
ing both a government pension and a con­ 
gressional consultant’s salary at the 
same time. His annual pension is $28,000, 
his congressional salary $36.000. TYiis 
adds up to a grand total of $64,000 — 
$20.000 more than Members of Congress 
earn. Greenberg defended his income, 
saying the pension came from money he 
had paid into the government. 
APOLOGY TO BAUMAN: We recently 
reported that Rep. Robert Bauman, R- 
Md., had pocketed $2,625.52 of funds he 
had raised for Ronald Reagan. The infor­ 
mation came from a Reagan campaign 
voucher, and we were unable to reach 
Bauman for comment before going to 
press. Now Bauman has convinced us 
that the voucher completely mis­ 
construed the payment. Bauman didn't 
collect $2,625.52 from Reagan but paid 
this amount to Reagan for travel ex­ 
penses. It was a belated payment for a 
campaign appearance, which Reagan 
made in 1974. We apologize to Bauman 
for the mistake.

How they wept. 
They’d have wept 
thusly, the old Nurem- 
burg crowd, if it had 
been a state funeral 
for Adolf Hitler. Hitler 
was an absolutely first-rate killer, and I 
would not wish to disparage his talent, or 
allude lightly to his appetite. But Chou 
En-lai was in a class apart. As principal 
executor for Mao Tse-tung. he presided 
over policies that, in the first ten years 
of Maoist rule, resulted in the death not 
of six million of his own citizens — 
Hitler’s achievement — but three, and 
possibly five times that many people. 
An equal number died, under the reign 
of Chou En-lai, in the forced labor 
camps. The estimates range from a total 
of 30 million people to 60 million people. 
They were not around to weep at the bier 
of Chou En-lai; and it is not recorded 
that NBC’s Jack Reynolds ever 
remarked their departure from this 
earth, not in a hospital in Peking, but 
from a bullet in the head, or from starva­ 
tion, or torture. 
The estimates quoted are given by 
Franz Michael and George Taylor, in the 
book. The East in the Modern World, by 
George Beckmann in The Modernization 
of China and Japan, and the collations 
drawn by the United States Department 
of State. The Soviet Union made its own 
official estimate of the high cost of 
Chinese Communism, giving the figure 
of "25+ million” — the Soviets are very 
skilled at estimates of this kind. 
Chou was to Mao much more than. say. 
Ribbenteop was to Hitler ( we hanged 
Ribbentrop, by the way). He was a 
critical catalyst of Maoism, incidentally 
in charge of a foreign policy that caused 
34,000 American deaths in Korea. Mr. 
Reynolds was absolutely right in calling 
him China’s "indispensable man." 
See them all coming around the bier. 
"Finally, Chiang Ch’ing, the wife of 
Chairman Mao, one of the leading forces 
of the cultural revolution." Mr. Reynolds 
makes this sound like "one of the leading

"Although Chou came from a well-to-do 
background, he had the common touch, 
and the people responded,” even as they 
did to Hermann Goering, to whom the 
dogs also responded "They called him 
China’s busiest man, and they respected 
him for it. Now they came to pay their 
last respects, wearing the traditional 
Chinese white patch of mourning." The 
white patch is one of the few surviving 
Chinese traditions. 
"Chou En-lai." NBC concluded, "was 
unique. Largely through his efforts, 
China now has a stable leadership1’ — 
the trick is to liquidate all potential 
rivals — "an improving economy’’ — 
85% of Chinese are required to work on 
the land to feed the 100 per cent, less 
those liquidated by the annual purge — 
"an outward-looking foreign policy” — 
that, according to Chairman Mao a cou­ 
ple of weeks ago, foresees a world war, 
and encourages wars of national libera­ 
tion in places like Switzerland — Mand a 
goal that may be within reach, to make 


China a major world power by the end of 
this century.” Far less than Hitler ac­ 
complished He brought his country from 
utter defeat to perhaps the leading world 
power in ten years. "A fitting tribute to 
one who has been called China’s man for 
all seasons." Chou shares such honors 
with Molotov and Ribbentrop. 
At my funeral services, after Mr. 
Reynolds has recorded my accomplish­ 
ments. I shall import the bishop of Cuer­ 
navaca for the final blessing. His Ex­ 
cellency said, in tribute to the man who 
killed every practicing Christian he 
could find in China, sealing the churches, 
and torturing the priests, that Chou 
should be canonized.

If the bishop had 
traveled to China in the high days of 
Chou En-lai, there’d have been one less 
bishop, to be sure; but surely 
providence, returning us a martyr, never 
gave us a better bargain?
